Many of us will have to bum 
midnight oil to make the ledger ab¬ 
sorb the cost of travel but the trip 
was worth while and we trust our im¬ 
pressions will prove of interest to our 
readers. 

THE WHEAT POOL 

After its first year’s successful opera¬ 
tion in the face of obverse circumstan¬ 
ces, we note the co-operation of the 
three prairie provinces in a consolida¬ 
tion of the interests of. the wheat 
growers which this year will operate 
under a central selling head. This is 
apparently the result of the success at¬ 
tending the Alberta Wheat Pool, the 
operations of which were watched 
with interest by many of the growers 
and all of the elevators and handlers 
of grain throughout this country and 
many foreign ones. The results have 
been heralded broadcast and we read 
to-day of the formation of similar 
pools in many other countrips. Aus¬ 
tralia and New South Wales are now 
getting together in similar co-opera¬ 
tion and the ultimate consolidation of 
the world’s growers of wheat now 
looks like a possibility. The efforts of 
the Alberta pool Will not this year be 
attended with the difficulties and hard¬ 
ships experienced in its initial endea¬ 
vors and more time has been allotted 
to perfect thef.workin.gs for the com¬ 
ing crop. Little difficulty has so far 
been had in the arrangements for fi¬ 
nancing the handling of the coming 
crop and it is reported that $25,000,000 
has been readily arranged in this re¬ 
gard. The central pool this year en¬ 
ters its campaign under favorable con¬ 
ditions with more time for considera¬ 
tion of the detailed necessary arrange¬ 
ments and with a membership of 86,- 
000 growers under its control. One 
hundred million bushels is expected to 
be harvested and it should be a suc¬ 
cessful year for the pool.

MacDonald is confronted with trouble 
makers in the labor party from the 
Clyde who are extreme radicals and 
his pathway is no bed of roaes by any 
means.

SPIJED AND LEISURE 

A familiar complaint about modern 
life is that its pace is so rapid as to 
leave no opportunity for leisure— 
hardly time, indeed, for the perform¬ 
ance of necessary duties. Sometimes 
hearing the voices raised in depreca¬ 
tion of the way in which life has been 
accelerated and the excuses for failure 
that are based on this unhealthy ac¬ 
celeration, we wonder how the more 
slow moving and less active-mjpded 
persons who are so numerous in the 
world manage to live at all. And 
sometimes too we wonder whether 
there is not a good deal of unreality in 
the idea that the speeding up of the 
machinery by which men get things 
done has reduced the opportunity for 
leisure and is a legitimate explanation 
even of failure. It should indeed be 
obvious that such a. speeding up has 
enabled men to accomplish an increas¬ 
ed amount of work in a given time, 
and that it has provided them with an 
increased amount of leisure. The law¬ 
yer who formerly had to write all his 
letters in long hand and who now dic¬ 
tates them for transcription by a ste¬ 
nographer; the business man who once 
had to go on foot or by stage or horse 
car to talk over an important matter 
with a creditor or a customer and who 
now has at his disposal the telephone 
and the automobile; the farmer who 
now has the gasoline tractor and the 
harvesting machinee in place of the 
horse-drawn plough and the scythe— 
all afford illustrations of the fact that 
the speeding up of the machinery of 
life has enabled men to increase their 
productive labor and to enjoy a great¬ 
er degree of leisure than fell to the lot J 
of a past generation. The persons | 
who are injuriously affected by the 1 
speed of modern life are usually those, 
who find speed necessary to their plea-1 
sure. Innumerable people think that 
there is pleasure merely in rushing 
about, or that an attraction that is, 
twenty miles distant is far more at- j 
tractive than the one of intrinsically j 
equal merit that is just round the cor¬ 
ner. Introducing the machinery of 
speed into modern life has stimulated 
a craving for exotic pleasures and ex¬ 
citements and an impatience with rou- 1 
tine duties. It is a natural consequence. 
On the other hand, anyone who wishes 
to enjoy the benefit of the leisure that 
the speeding up of life has won for 
him may do so. Most people will no 
doubt go on thinking that in order to 
get the most out of life they must 
speed up both in the pursuit of pleas¬ 
ure and in, the performance of tasks.

Much ado has been made about the 
incident at Mirror, Alberta, when a 
creamery owner was fined for not 
abiding by The Alberta Dairymen’s 
Act. It was claimed that the creamery 
owner was fined for paying a farmer 
too much for his cream. As a matter 
of fact the fine was imposed because 
partiality had been shown to patrons. 
One rman got more for his cream than 
others were paid for the same grade. 
This is a most obnoxious practise. The 
Alberta Dairymen’s.*Act ‘was framed 
to give a square deal to cream produce 
and butter manufacturers; to smooth 
over differences and difficulties be¬ 
tween the seller and the purchaser; 
and to raise the standard of the pro¬ 
ducts of the oow to permit Alberta to 
compete successfully in the markets of 
the*-world. In this the act has attain¬ 
ed a fair degree of success so far, and 
bids well to be an asset to the pro¬ 
vince. Criticism of a political tinge is 
unwarranted when it comes to the Al¬ 
berta Dairymen’s Act. Give a fair and 
open opportunity to prove its value.—

CHICAGO KICKSHAW 

Many strange things have been done 
and many great men have been undone 
in the name of science. History is re¬ 
peating itself in the farcial trial of 
two self-confessed murderers now go¬ 
ing on in Chicago. Already Dr. Hul- 
bert has amassed considerable fame. 
He is almost as famous as the two 
leading characters in this monstrously 
moving picture. Dr. Hulbert is a psy¬ 
chiatrist, or an alienist. An alienist 
is what*is sometimes described, with 
striking grammatical incorrectness, as 
“an insane expert.” That Dr. Hulbert 
is exceptionally expert can hardly be 
denied. He has displayed a wonderful 
knowledge of his clients. He knows 
them outside and inside, through and 
through.. He knows all about their 
skin, their hair, their glands, their 
dreams, phantasies and mental hob¬ 
goblins. He is equally familiar with 
their religious, philosophical and emo¬ 
tional experiences. He must have put 
Loeb and Leopold into an immense 
test tube and experimented with them 
to his scientific heart’s content. The 
analysis has been thorough. They are 
completely dissected. The post mor¬ 
tem is anticipated. “Extremely pre- 
codious,” was Dr. Hulbert’s description 
of Leopold’s mentality, and “one is 
immediately struck with the great dis¬ 
parity between his intellectual pow¬ 
ers and his emotional powers.” “His 
judgment is that of a child. He has 
many superstitions which he has never 
outgrown.” “Pathologically abnor¬ 
mal.” was another description of Let - 
pclci used by Dr Hulbert. “His concep¬ 
tion of himself, as the supreme being 
of the world is definite proof of his 
abnormality,”, sapd the doctor. There 
is a wide gap, Dr. Hulburt contends, 
between those parts of the Loeb-Leo- 
pold brains that control the intellect, 
on one hand, and the emotional judg¬ 
ment on the other. The gap, he says, 
is pronounced in both bpys, and is fill¬ 
ed with phantasies, delusions and men¬ 
tal hobgoblins. Loeb’s blood pressure 
is low, his basal metabolism is low, his 
endocrine glands are diseased, he is 
biologically immature, he is somewhat 
anaemic and there is pronounced in¬ 
stability in his nervous system. “All 
of which,” Dr. Hulbert concludes, 
“forces me to the conclusion he is 
mentally diseased.” The neurological 
picture Dr. Hulbert draws of Leopold 
is not radically different. Some of the 
details vary, but the conclusions are 
the same. This renowned chemist fails 
to give a description of the synthetic 
process by which he put his two pet 
automatons together again. But this 
is the only thing lacking to complete 
the tragic scene in which Science ap¬ 
pears in the garb of a montebank, and 
Justice is decked oift in the motley 
trappings of a clown.—Northwest Re¬ 
view.

It is 
an experience 1 woXtldnJt have missFd 
for twice the price—which by the way 
was 400 francs, or $24. for scenic ef¬ 
fect there is no method of travel to 
compare with the aeroplane. I made 
the trip in a Handley-Page machine, 
with accommodation for 14 passen¬ 
gers. Jhupept for the fact that I had 
not remembered that it is apt to be 
rather cold up in the air, and had left 
my overcoat strapped to may valise in 
the freight compartment, it was quite 
comfortable. Even at that it was not 
very chilly as long as the windows of 
the ‘saloon carriage’ were kept closed. 
“Weren’t you nervous,” 1 was asked 
by one of the lady members of the 
party. Well, really, there is no reason 
to be. In a year and a half there 
hasn’t been a fatal accident on the 
route, and the Handley-Page Company 
alone makes four flights daily between 
the British and French capitals, be¬ 
sides those of the French Company. So 
that the percentage of risk is so small 
that it needn’t trouble one. The mem¬ 
bers of the party who came over by 
rail and boat had a far more uncom¬ 
fortable time of it—the Channel was 
• rough, and half of them were seasick 
—and they missed the scenery.and the 
fun. 

There were eight passengers on 
board, thTOmta, three ladies, and 
two boys—three otf them besides my¬ 
self Canadians, though not with your 
party. We simplV went into th/ sa¬ 
loon of the plane,\ and sat down on 
as comfortable seats as we would on 
a train. There was no difference, ex¬ 
cept that we were' handed out little 
wads of cotton batten and told to stuff 
up our ears. When we felt cramped, 
or wished for a drink, we simply got 
up and walked along the aisle, as we 
would do on a train. The flight or¬ 
dinarily takes two and a. half hours, 
but for some reason, we tookrthree. 
When all were seated, and th e pilot, 
had taken his place in the (orward 
cabin, and the door hacTbeen closed, 
there was a whirr as the propellors got 
up speed. We taxied for a hundred 
yards or so (so it seemed) over the 
smooth turf, and rose ge'ntly into the 
air. No railway train could start with 
so little jar. In a few minutes we were 
high above the trees and building^, 
and then there burst upon me a rca- 
’ lism of the glory of a trip through the 
air. Before and around spread a pa¬ 
norama stretching for many miles in 
every direction. One could see not one 
hamlet or town, but half a dozep of 
them—not one section of a Wood but 
three or four big woods, and miles and 
miles of fields—some of them green, 
some of them golden with ripening 
grain. The roads stretched white like 
ribbons in all directions, winding hi¬ 
ther and thither. And everything was 
perfect. There was not a blot or ble¬ 
mish. The houses were all perfect 
doll’s houses. The men and women 
were Lilliputians. So were the sheep 
and the cows. The automobiles were 
toy machines. So-were the trains. But 
as I said, everything was perfect of its 
kind. There was none of that unat¬ 
tractive sameness and none of the 
smells of .the French towns. Distance 
lent enchantment to the view and 
blended everything into harmony. 

And so it went on mile after mile, 
the scene constantly changing like a 
kaliedoscope, but always beautiful. 
The absence of lakes was a notewor¬ 
thy feature. Between Paris and Boul¬ 
ogne \\e saw none, and only two or 
three rivers. Our speed varied from 
70 to 90 miles an hour on the run to 
the sea, and our altitude from 1,000 
to 2,000 feet. With the aid of a map 
provided for the purpose we could 
distinguish the principle towns, such 
as Abbeville and Etaples, past which 
we ran on schedule time. At Wimer- 
eux, a French Catering place, where 
we could see bathhouses lined up 
along the shore, and the children play¬ 
ing on the sands, we struck out across 
the channel. At the same time we 
rose to a height of over 4,000 feet, 
from which the steamers looked like 
models—but perfect models. The 
Channel trip was uneventful and com¬ 
paratively uninteresting, till it came 
to gliding down 2,000 or 3,000 feet on 
the English side, when our speed rose 
to its highest point, (100 miles an 
hour) with the engines stopped. It 
was a strange sensation to be gliding 
noiselessly through the air—more dis¬ 
concerting than travelling amid the 
roar of the Rolls-Royce engines. 

The trip from Folkstone to Croydon 
was even more interesting than that 
across France. The scenery was more 
varied. The fields were divided by 
hedges. - An occasional country mansi¬ 
on added variety and charm. There 
were frequent pools, and places where 
young people were engaged in playing 
cricket or tenhis. The lAnd was more 
rolling, the hills and valleys occasion¬ 
ing air pockets and consequently ] 
“bumps.” In little over half an hour! 
we reached Croydon. The plane cir¬ 
cled round the big landing place, grad- 
ually descending. Instinctively one I 
braced oneself for the bump, but itj 
waa scarcely perceptible. Once on the 


ground the aeroplane taxied along to - 
the “station,” and the trip was over. 
Half an hour later we \fere in London, 
the centre of the world. 

It was an experience I wouldn’t have 
missed for a good deal, and unlike 
many experiences I should bo glad to 
repeat it if opportunity should offer. 

OLYMPIC GAMES 

“No more Olympic games!” de¬ 
mands the London Times, reused to 
exasperation by the fights, disagree¬ 
ments and racial bitterness that char¬ 
acterized the eighth Olympiad, recent¬ 
ly completed at Paris. The revival of 
the famous Greek games, expected-to 
do so much for the health, fniendship, 
and sportsmanship of the nations, has 
now had a good try-out, argues this in¬ 
fluential journal, and the results have 
not justified the effort. A sports writ¬ 
er for the same paper, who was pres¬ 
ent throughout the .Olympic contests 
which have just closed, declares that 
the United States, even tho the Ameri¬ 
can contestants won this series, as 
they have won the seven previous ones 
is not likely to send another complete 
team to any Olympiad. One great ob¬ 
ject of the-games, he recalls, was to 
increase international friendship, but 
they have the contrary effect. Interna¬ 
tional bitterness, rather than friendli¬ 
ness, has been the outcome. The con¬ 
tests are entirely too long drawn out, 
he objects further; they are also tyo 
numerous, and the expense puts a pro¬ 
fessional and finhneial aspect on what 
should be pure sport. France is reput¬ 
ed to have spent.in the neighborhood 
of $40,000 in preparing for the meet 
with the expectation of a return in 
the neighborhood of $100,000 from 
tickets, tire sale of concessions, and 
minor profits. As it happens, corres¬ 
pondents tell us, nearly everybody in 
Paris seemed to have passes, with the 
result that the French did not even get 
back the money they had spent on pre¬ 
parations. There is said to be consi¬ 
derable soreness on this account. But 
one of the chief drawbacks, to which 
both English and American corres¬ 
pondents draw attention, wad .the bit¬ 
ter feeling which the spectators, large¬ 
ly French, displayed toward the Ame¬ 
rican and British athletes. 

EXPORT CATTLE SHIPMENTS 

■During the past three years the Do- 
mlniuii experimental farms have been 
making experimental shipments of 
store and fat cattle and chilled beel to 
Great Britain. In a shipment made in 
May, 1924, consisting of 140 head of 
store cattle of different ages and 
weights from the experimental sta¬ 
tions at Lethbridge, Alta., Scott and 
Rosthern, ' Sask., ana Lennoxville, 
Que., some i interesting facts are 
shown. 

Total cost of shipment to Manches¬ 
ter, per steer—From Lethbridge 
$42.60, Scott $32.96, Rosthern 42.13, 
Lennoxville $28.95. 

Shrinkage in .rail and ocean ship¬ 
ment—Fat or short keep (average 
1309 lbs. from Lethbridge, Alta., 
shrunk 7.5%; steers not so well finish¬ 
ed (average 1256 lbs.) from the same 
farm lost at the rate of 5.8%; Cattle 
from Scott, Sask., shrunk 8.1%, in the 
case of yearlings, (average 990 lbs.) 
and 8.8% with two year olds (average 
1268 lbs.); while 1148 lb. Angus feed¬ 
ers from Rosthern lost 7.7% and 1322 
lb. butcher steers shrunk 9%. 

Deductions—1. It was apparent that 
care in rail shipping from the west has 
much to do with minimizing shrink. 
Overcrowding is responsible for heavy 
loss and cattle arrive at port of load¬ 
ing in a more or less exhausted, 
shrunken condition. Several hours 
rest is advisable at feeding points 
where the exercise and opportunity to 
relax is possibly more important than 
the feeding. 2 Fat cattle lose more 
than those in a less forward condition. 
3. Ocean shrinkage is comparatively 
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light (under fair conditions as to wea¬ 
ther and attendance.) 

Which- pays better—Sale in Canada 
or export, It is frequently stated that 
it pays just as well to sell in Canada 
as to export. In a general way this is 
true. It should be remembered dis¬ 
tinctly, however, that from the classes 
of cattle required by Great Britain, 
the export trade has established or 
stabilized Canadian prices. In other 
words the British market has pulled 
up Canadian prices to the same level, 
costs by. shipping considered. This has 
been proven in two shipments made by 
the dominion experimental farms dur¬ 
ing this season. In a lot sent from 
Maritime farms local prices were in¬ 
creased through the fact that steers 
were exported from tho locality. In 
shipments from Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta maximum appraised values at 
point of shipment, were, with the ex¬ 


ception of one lot of yearlings,increas¬ 
ed by from 2 to 52 cents per cwt. 
Quebec cattle of rather indifferent 
quality -on export exactly equalled 
prices received at the farm for cattle 
of like quality. If the price of cattle 
in Canada is equal to net export pric¬ 
es, this benefit is directly due to the 
removal of the embargo.

COMMUNICATION 

The Thresher, The Farmer and The 
Employee 

The writer, having been an employ¬ 
ee, and now being both farmer and 
thresher, feels somewhat qualified to 
speak for all three. We will begin 
with the employee. When we say em¬ 
ployee we are considering farm labor¬ 
ers, chiefly. The writer well remem¬ 
bers when he, as a farm laborer, work¬ 
ed for $19.00 per month, and $1.60 per 
day in harvest. Wheat was then worth 
about $1.00 per bushel. Later in life 
while in Jlorth Dakota I thought'I was 
doing quite well to get $4.00 per day 
for myself,'wagon and team, as bundle 
man on a threshing outfit. Wheat was 
then worth about 80 cents per bushel 
to the farmer. In those days my 
chief concern about labor was to get 
the going wages, and do my employer 
a fair day’s work. I thought little or 
nothing about what my employer 
would realize out of my labor. I had 
not then to any considerable extent 
bpen an employer. Later in life when 
I became an employer I began to con¬ 
sider. Will I have anything left if I 
give the wages demanded? Am I sure 
that I will break even, or will I break 
up at this game? Can my hired man 
afford to work for less? And then I 
hear him tell what a good time he 
had at the movies. I see him roll his 
cigarettes. When I get ready to start 
to town he comes around and with one 
eye shut asks me to get him 60 cents 
worth of chocolate bars, 25 cents 
worth of chewing gum, so much smok¬ 
ing tobacco and a silk handkerchief. 

I know by the squint df his eye he is 
carefully considering just how much 
he can afford to spend for these luxu¬ 
ries and still have enough left to hold 
him up while he sits on the sidewalk 
and pines for another job in case I 
should ask him to milk a oow. Then 
1 begin as an employer to consider. 
Do I care to keep this fellow in these 
luxuries when he refuses to even milk 
a cow for me? When I was a hired 
man I had to quit the use of tobacco 
because it was hard on my pocket 
book and injurious to my health. I 
thought myself/fortunate to have a 
cotton kandkerchief to mop my face. 
And fifty cents worth of chocolate bars 
at one sitting! Then I remembered the 
little girl who ate so much chocolate 
candy she was sick all night, and could 
not eat chicken the next day. Then ,in 
musings I say: “Will this fellow be 
able for his chicken tomorrow? I 
wonder if I had better get him Dr. 
Tilden’* dietation and let him read 
that, or perhaps I should cut his wag¬ 
es. He wouldn’t read anything as sen¬ 
sible as Dr. Tildon’s on diet anyway.” 

I wonder if it really is up to the em¬ 
ployer on a farm to work fifteen hours 
a day so he will be able to give his 
hired man all the luxuries he demands 
and still clamors for an eight hour 
day and a five and one half day week ? 
So much for the employer and em¬ 
ployee. Now for the thresher and the 
farmer. When I was a farmer only I 
thought the thresher was just skin¬ 
ning me alive. The idea of a thresher 
making $100.00 per day (some d^tys). 
Who ever heard of a farmer making 
$100.00 in one day on his farm? 
Whew! Come' neighbors, let’s orga¬ 
nize a threshing company, and do our 
own threshing. We did. Some of us 
soon had a threshing machine compa¬ 
ny’s blanket on our homesteads. When 
we got out of that threshers company 
some of us vowed we would never 
have anything to do with a threshing 
machine again, although we were not 
quite sure whether it was the thresh¬ 
er or the machine company that had 
robbed us. Later, in order to get our 
threshing done in due season we were 
induced to venture again. We thought 
we might as well be the robber as the 
robbed. IV looked a good deal like 
“hog eat hog” anyway. But when a 
thresher tries to eat hog he sometimes 
gets an overdose. It is only one 
against the many. There are so -many 
of us who seem to have the swinish 
disposition—both thresher and farm¬ 
er. Thank fortune it is not quite all 
hog though. The writer Fas' some 
threshing accounts standing out since 
1920. And he knows, of one instance 
where the farmer refused to give a 
note but after much persuasion signed 
up. The farmer was able to take part \ 
of his family on a tour through the 
States, from north to south and from 
east to west, and return in the spring, 
and the thresher has been able to hold 
said farmer’s note now about eight 
years. Both were able, you see—one 
to take the trip, the other to hold the 
note. Mutual ability, you see. Thresh¬ 
ers are supposed to be very hard 
hearted, bad men. No wonder. We, 
most of us, have been farmers and 
came from rather a bad class. Of 
course a thresher is mean but he is 
not supposed to be guilty of such af- 
frontery as to ask his brother farmer 
for a thresher’s lien note. (I say bro- 
are farmers.)

A thresher is supposed to 
pay the highest wages going and then 
board his men through bad weather 
and on Sundays, just because they are 
good looking. I wonder why they 
don’t learn a lesson from the lumber 
companies. They believe in that good 
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old adage “They that won’t work 
sha’rt’t eat” unless they pay for it.-;;'
